WHINE FLAYS 
RULE OF HAGUE 
AT JERSEY CITY 


Democratic Leader Cited As 


A 'Puny Hitler' In Fiery 


Talk Before 15,000

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Oct. 7 
— Describing M a y o r F r ank 
Hague of Jersey City as 
a 
“ Puny 
Hitler,” 
Wendell 
L. 
Willkie appealed today for pres­ 
ervation of civil liberties as an 
important part of national de­ 
fense. 
The 
Republican 
nominee 
for 
president called Hague, Democratic 
national vice chairm an and state 
leader, "the principal prom oter of 
the third-term draft, lf such it is,” 
and said his city was the site of 
"the greatest bunch of corruption 
and racketeers that ever appeared 
in America.” 
Speaking under heavy police pro­ 
tection in Journal square —whence 
Norman Thomas was "deported” 
when he tried to talk in 1938 — 
W inkle told a throng estim ated by 
supporters a t 15.000: 
Asks For Return Of Liberty 
“I call on you in the interest of 
the cause we represent to bring 
civil liberties to their full function­ 
ing In Jersey City. If we do that 
and the people do that In every 
community, our precious rights will 
rem ain.” 
W illkie described how he had 
seen many vacant stores with pic­ 
tures of Mr. Roosevelt in their win 
dows. 
"I don’t know of any more ap 
proprlate place to put this picture,’ 
he said. "It is a perfect symbol of 
the real accom plishm ents and pur 
poses of my opponent.” 
Aerial bombs signalled his en 
trance Into Journal square, where 
the crowd hooted at H ague's name 
and listened to W inkle speak. 
"No one man should v be able to 
control a city.” W illkie said, as he 
opened his one-day campaign tour 
through northern New Jersey. 
Traces Europe’s Plight 
In .a prepared 
excerpt 
of 
his 
speech, Winkle said European coun­ 
tries would not have “gone down in 
the black despair of dictatorship” 
lf their people had tree wa red and 
fought for their civil rights. 
"All 
the 
m ilitary 
defense 
on 
earth,” he said, "w on't do os any 
good if we don’t have civil de­ 
fense—moral defense—the defense 
of m ilitant American consciences 
—first of all. Defense begins at 
home — right 
here 
in 
Journal 
Square—with the civil liberties of 
every citixen of this community.” 
Saying that Jersey City residents 
would fight for thqir civil rights 
"if any foreigner muscles in here,” 
Willkie continued: 
Hague’s Tactics Ripped 
"You don’t w sut to be any one 
kind of American everyw here else 
and some other kind here a t home. 
Any person or force th at deprives 
you of the exercises of your civil 
liberties according to the Bill of 
Rights should be treated like the 
enemy he is. 
“If you believe this, you will 
agree with me th at no one man 
should be able to control a city. 
It can't be done w ithout Infringe-

56 Absentee Ballots Issued 
By Election Board 


With the deadline for registra­ 
tion set tonight at $. the board of 
elections expects E ast Liverpool's 
qualified voters to reach an all- 
time high of 12,000. 
Meanwhile, the board today be­ 
gan issuing absentee voters’ bal­ 
lots for the Nov. $ election. Fifty- 
six had been issued this morning 
on applications from Arizona, Cali­ 
fornia, 
Philadelphia, W ashington, 
Indiana and many points in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 
The ballots are available to an 
elector who will be more than 60 
miles from his home precinct on 
election day. 
The ballots, issued 
on notarised statem ents from the 
applicants, m ust be returned by 
the Friday preceding the general 
election. 
Disabled voters’ ballots—for any 
person who because of illness or 
disability will be unable to go to 
the polls on election day—will be 
Issued after Oct. 21, said Frank R. 
O'Hanlon, clerk. 
Oct. 31 is the 
deadline for securing the ballots, 
which are issued on a sworn state­ 
ment from the voter, accompanied 
by a certificate of the attending 
physician. 
The election board office in the 
basem ent of the city hall will be 
open until 5 this afternoon. It will 
reopen a t 7, allowing two more 
hours to register before the 9 p. rn. 
deadline.

This compares with less than $5,- 
000,000,000 spent in the first year 
of the W orld war and is surpassed

The looked-for $13,000,000,000 out­ 
lay in the 1941 fiscal year is almost 
50 percent greater than the $9,537,-

Turkey’s Involvement In War Hinted, 
Berlin Claims Army Movement Is 
‘Precautionary’; Pact Cited

German and Italian troops were reported today to have 
marched into Rumania, and word spread in the Balkan king­ 
dom’s capital that the axis plans to construct a great naval baa# 
on the Black sea. 
With this first new move since Adolf Hitler and Benito 
Mussolini met last Friday at Brenner Pass, it appeared that 
Rome-Berlin strategy now contemplates a thrust into southeast 
Europe—possibly involving Turkey and the strategic Dar­ 
danelles. 
Authorized Nazis In Berlin described the sending of German annat! 
forces into Rumania as "precautionary”, supporting a German guarantee 
to safeguard Rumania's integrity. 
"W e haven't forgotten British designs on Baku and other oil points.*" 
Next quarters said. 
W hile this would indicate th at the troops were sent to protect Ru­ 
m ania’s rich oil fields, which supply the fuel and lubrication for Adolf 
H itler’s war machine, it was recalled that Germany’s pledge to Rumania 
on Aug. 30 also called for protection against any further encroachm ent 
on the Balkan kingdom’s dwindling borders. 
At that time, the agreem ent was-!- 
said to have been aimed at halting 
Russia from any new land-grabbing 
coups in southeastern Europe. 
Dispatches from london said the 
British governm ent was awaiting 
further details of "reports that Ger­ 
many sent troops and antl-alr-craft 
guns into Rumania to—shall we 
say—protect their Interests there.” 
Britain last week sharply pro- 
teated to the Rumanian govern­ 
m ent against the reported beating 
and kidnaping of British subjects 
there, particularly oilmen operat­ 
ing British-controlled oil field* in 
Rumania.

m arine factory and base at Galati.

Stadium, Tennis Plots And 


Shelter To Be Erected 


S 
UPPORTED in the branches of 
a high, w ide- spreading syca-1 
more tree at W illiamsport, there 
once was a large wooden water 
tank. 
The tank was kept filled 
with w ater pumped from a branch 
of 
Beaver 
creek, 
which 
flows 
through W illiamsport. 
According to George Drake, blind 
proprietor of the news and cigar 
stand in the postoffice, this tank 
was used to provide a w ater supply 
during dry seasons for a garden 
plot which was m aintained across 
the road. 
When the owner ceased 
his gardening the tank was re­ 
moved from the tree. 
The old tree is a landm ark In 
W illiamsport, 
its history 
is 
be­ 


lieved to date back to the days 
when Indians roamed this section 
of the country before the Revolu 
tlonary war. 
When new routs 7 
was constructed through W illiams­ 
port 
a few years ago, William 
Crawford, who owned the land over 
which the highway was surveyed, 
stipulated that the sycamore tree 
was not to be removed or injured 
by the improvement. 
Mr. Dreks 
recalls having picked up several ar­ 
rowheads and pieces of flint, prob­ 
ably left by roving Inidans, under 
this tree when he was a boy In 
W illiamsport. 
Not far irom this tree stood the 
old grist mill powered with w ater 
from Beaver creek. 
Mr. Drake re­ 
members 
when 
farm ers 
from 
miles around brought their grain 
to the W illiamsport mill where It 
was ground into flour or meal for 
themselves or their livestock. The 
Crawford dam, from which water 
to operate the mill waa turned 
Into the mill race, wee located a 
short distance up Beaver creek. 
There 
is 
yet preserved 
In 
the 
Drake family a picture of the old 
mill, which, he said. was a struc­ 
ture two anni one-half stories high. 
Ju st south of W illiamsport, near 
another bridge which crosses the 
west fork of Beaver creek, was a 
watering place formerly known as 
"Two Springs.” 
From one of the 
springs came a mineral water while 
the other poured forth a never- 
ceasing stream of "pure” water. 
Nearby 
was a point known se 
"Alum Cliff ledge” where there 
were deposits of alum. 
Ju st a 
short distance from the road there 
once stood a stone house which, 
he said, was occupied wfcen he was 
a boy. 
Later this house was de­ 
stroyed by fire.

British Strategy For Concentrating Air Attacks 


On Nazi Industry Is Shrewd; It Strikes At Heart

rem arkably efficient British Royal Air Force hasn’t devoted more 
energy to reprisals against Berlin for the fierce bombing of London 
(and I’ve had that question put to me scores of tim es) have a complete 
answ er In England’s disclosure of her strategy of Industrial and military 
destruction In Germany,

The fact is that the killing of 
civilians 
had 
no 
military 
value 
whatever, unless public m orale is 
shattered In the process. By the 
same token the damaging of such 
hallowed monum ents as W estm in­ 
ster Abbey serves no m ilitary pur­ 
pose. 
On the contrary, civilian bomb­ 
ing Is costly in warplanes, in the 
gasoline which Is so valuable as 
to be liquid gold, and in the loss 
of pilots who cannot be replaced 
except with men who have had 
long training. 
So the British have adopted th# 
sm art 
strategy 
of concentrating 
their attacks on purely m ilitary 
objectives and especially on 
in­ 
dustrial targets like the vast Knapp 
m unitions works at Essen which 
were bombed again over the w eek­ 
end. 
This line of counter-attack 
is 
calculated to serve the double pur­ 
pose of crippling the enemy’s vital 
resources 
and 
through 
th at 
of 
shattering the morale of the popu­ 
lace. It is based on the certainty, 
that no m atter how great a war 
machine a country may possess, 
that machine can’t he made to 


function lf the nation's Industrie* 
have been shattered. 
This strategy la emphasised by 
the British air ministry in an ac­ 
counting of Its stewardship to its 
people. More than 700 
bombing 
attacks against enemy objectives 
are covered In a lengthy pamphlet. 
It would be difficult to figure 
out a better line of attack a t this 
juncture as a counter to the axle 
operations In the Battle of the 
M editerranean, which may beoome 
the big show In the near future. 
N ail Germany, because of Its 
greater strength, m ust provide the 
m ajor part of th# power for wide­ 
spread and difficult undertaking. 
England 
therefore la 
pursuing 
the most effective course in h it­ 
ting German resources and Indus­ 
tries, not 
overlooking the com­ 
plem entary work being done by 
the blockade.

Torch Carrying 


Hollywood Held Most Painful Place 


For Practicing Of T h i s Woeful Art

A DISCUSSION of the more technical phases of 
the state of mind knowm as carrying the torch 
came up in Llndy’s the other night. 
There were 
gathered in council some of the greatest experts 
on torching In the United States of America. One 
point earnestly debated was as to the most ag­ 
gravating city in the United States of America in 
which to carry the torch. 
As readers of this column are well aware, since 
we often bring the m atter up, the torch is just a 
term for that burning ember that is the heart when 
a man (or woman) is suffering from completely un­ 
requited love, or merely Interrupted love. By in­ 
terrupted love we mean love that Is temporarily un­ 
der the Influence of a quarrel. 
Torching, or carrying the torch, is the process of 
existing under the conditions aforesaid, which Is to 
say with a flame searing the vitals and giving off 
fumet of doubt, jealousy, sadness and rage and et 
cetera which permeate the brain, causing no little 
mental discomfort and often changing the appear­ 
ance of a torcher so that he, or she, as the case may 
be, suggests a half-dylrig calf. 
We so frequently return to the topic because we 
want this column to be as educational as possible. 
We think the youth of the land, male and female, 
should be informed on torching, so when they per­ 
sonally experience U in later years they will under­ 
stand the nature of their ailment and not go run­ 
ning to the doctor thinking they have malaria. 


MOREOVER new and unusual angles constantly 
are developing in torching to keep our interest 
alive. For instance, the m atter of tho most aggravat­ 
ing city in which to carry the torch never had before 
occurred to us. We always rather took it for granted 
that New York is the one. but the experts agreed 
that, mentally, Hollywood, Calif., Is the aggravating- 
est. They also said that, physically. San FYancisco 
is the toughest, because there a torcher has to 
carry his torch up hill a lot. 
It seems that In Hollywood, a torcher la limited 
in the number of places he can go and everybody 
out there goes to these same places at the same 
time. 
Places 
like the 
Brown 
Derby and 
Dave 
Chasen’s. which are restaurants, and the American 
Legion stadium where the prize fights are held, 
and private homes which usually draw about the 
same guests. 


T HUS a torcher out yonder constantly Is encoun. 
tering the object of his torching, usually with 
the new guy she has taken up with, and this scene 
produces mental travail, or aggravation, to the torch- 
er, besides materially increasing the sizzling sensa­ 
tion In his lug. or heart. Every which way he turns 
he sees her. 
It might be argued that the torcher need not go 
to the places mentioned and thus he would avoid 
sight of the torchee. But in Hollywood, everybody 
that is anybody goes to them, and absence twice in 
succession would cause the community to think the 
torcher had died. Besides, when a man Is carrying 
the torch he likes to carry It in public view so peo­ 
ple will feel sorry for him and say what a shame it 
waa for that pancake to treat a nice guy like him 
the way she did.

CCASIONALLY a Hollywood torcher does flee 
the locality of his fire and nearly always he 
comes to New' York. Then in nine cases out of IO 
he incurs the moat expensive form of torching known 
to science. He becomes a telephone torcher. using 
the long distance wires to Hollywood several times 
a day. which is a costly business. 
The only advantage in It is that he at least get* 
to hear the voice of his torchee. a pleasure that 
might be denied him on his home grounds. A dam** 
may not speak to a guy in the street but she can 
seldom resist the temptation to answer a long dis­ 
tance call. However, the torcher runs a risk every 
time he calls. The other bloke may pick up tho 
phone, and that, bunkiea. Is really a mental scorch.

A recent decision of the United States distr!' 
court for northern Ohio (in United States vs. Centn 
Supply Association, August 22. 1940) again draws a 
tention to the fact that in federal courts most of th 
old common law requirements of secrecy In gran 
Jury proceedings still apply. 
The issue was whether witnesses appearing hefor 
a grand Jury .might be released from their oath c 
secrecy at the i n s t a n c e ^ an accused person. D< 
fondants moved for an order disclosing the name 
of such witnesses as well as for one requiring the* 
to disclose their testimony. It was argued that fai 
ure so to do would deprive the accused to eonstlti 
tional guaranties under the fifth and sixth ament 
meats. 
To all this the court returned an emphatic rn 
tracing, in an opinion by Judge Wilkin, the origl 
of the custom as well as giving reasons for it* pr* 
sensation. In the beginning grand jurors undoubtedl 
were witnesses as well as Jurors To make their wor 
effective they were permitted to maintain complet 
secrecy concerning their deliberations. 
Afterward, when they got into the habit of callin 
in outsiders as witnesses, this secrecy was extends 
to cover these also. This practice, says Judge WI 
kin, was not so much a modification of the commo 
law as It was a restoration of conditions that obtalne 
when grand jurors were themselves the only wi 
nesses. 
The essential thing for laymen to bear In mind I 
this connection is that the primary function of 
grand jury in criminal cases is not to ascertai 
the guilt or innocence of an accused person, hut onl 
to determine whether there is sufficient reason fc 
placing him on trial so that his guilt or Innocenc 
may be ascertained. Through various statutory enac 
raents and by Judicial ruling the common law rule < 
secrecy has undergone modification, hut the mat 
principle still holds good, being founded, as Judg 
Wilkin correctly says, in "a hearty respect for th* 
public policy which invites, permits and protects al 
solute freedom and security of expression” befor 
the grand jury. 
It was long ago established in Judicial precedent 
that even when inspection of a grand jury’s minute 
may be authorized, this may'not be done for the pu 
pose of showing that an indictment was founded o 
Insufficient evidence or even on no evidence at a1 
the question of sufficiency of evidence not bein 
subject to review. 
Also there are Instances in which witnesses ma 
be released from their oath of eecrecy so that the 
may make disclosures In court proceedings, but thii 
says Judge Wilkin, is by no means the same thing a 
releasing them from questioning outside a court. Th 
law la jealous of innovations in practices that hav 
developed out of long experience.

ON GARBAGE SERVICE 


Whiteway Proposal Also To 


Be Discussed Tonight 


Legislation setting fees for gar­ 
bage collections may be considered 
by council tonight at its first Oc­ 
tober meeting. 
Already drafted by City Solicitor 
Carroll 
P. 
Lynch 
and 
awaiting 
councilman^ action, the bill calls 
for a charge of IO cents for the 
city to haul away the contents of 
a 10-gallon garbage can.
